Nearly One Million Dollars Invested in New 
Buildings Since January Il. 


During the week ending at noon to-day the 
Fre Department issued forty permits forthe 
erection of new buildings, 
brick and fifteen for frames. The brick build- 
ings will cost, when completed, $6,470 and the 
frame buildings $11,050, or a total of $77,520 for 
the frame and brick buildings. Of the brick 
buildings there are to be twenty of two storles, 


five of one stories and one of three stories; of 
these, fifteen will be for dwellings, three for 
stores and dwellings and one for a factory and 
one to surround an oiltank. The total num- 
ber of rooms in the brick buildings will be 12). 
Of the frame buildings there will be nine of 
one story, one of two stories, one of one anda 
half stories. Of these two will be for dwellings; 
four tor kitchens, one for wagon shop and one 
fur carpenter shop. In the frames there will be 
a total of sixteen rooms. The largest permit 
issued during the week was tothe Collier White 
Lead and Ol] Company for a factory on Ninth 
and Clark avenue, to cost $10,000, and to be of 
brick. Permits were also issued for alterations 
on buildings, to cost $1,400; for repairing, 
$1.20, and for additions #2,000. 

The buildings commenced since the first of 
January will cost, as per record of the Fire De. 
partment, £979,430, which shows a very large 
increase overthe permits issued during the 
same time in 1880. Three months of '81 has not 
quite passed and we have permits already is- 
sued for buildings to cost nearly $1,000,090, At 
this rate by the close of ’81 permits will be Out 
for new builings to cost fully $5,000,000, against 
a little over $3,000,000 in ’80.

WASHINGTON, March 26.—The Collectorship 
in the Kansas City district has been filled, but 
not until the fight generated some bitterness 
and hard feeling among the Missourians here. 
Denny was urged with a good deal of warmth 
by the Liberal faction and by some of the 
Greenbackers. This gave Van Horn, who va- 
cated the place, offense. There is a custom 
about the successorship in place holding which 
nade the Kansas City editor feel that he had a 
good deaito say about the office. Being Con- 
gressman from the Kansas City district, Van 
Horn teit that his toes were being trodden on 
and he made a personal matter of it and got 
Doppler the Collectorship. Now Denny is be- 
ing urged for the hansas City Post-office, 
which, however, he stands little chance of get- 
ting unless Von Horn is conciliated. 

LANGSTON’S APPOINTMENT. 

D. Pat Dyer supported Dallmeyer for the va- 
cancy caused bythe resignation of Budlong, 
Collector inthe Fifth Revenue District of Mis- 
souri. Dallmeyer was alsothe choice of C.C. 
Allen, of Carthage, and received the backing 
ofthe Court-house crowd at Jefferson City.

There is a joke 
told on Sturgeon to theeffect that he isso 
thoroughly committed tothe life tenure rule 
he has had his endorsements written on parch- 
nent tied up in silk ribbons, and putin a fire- 
proof case. Inthis condition they have been 
tiled in the departinent, and are expected to 
stay there and hold good untilthe St. Louis 
Collector ends his official with his physical 
life. 

THE ST. JOE POST-OFFICE SCANDAL. 

Voluminous charges have been filed here 
against Postmaster Posegate, of St. Joe; and 
Tracy has put ina fresh application for the 
place.

brought by Tracy and his friends are likely to 
cause a change at St. Joe very soon. Tracy has 
s@natorial backing from Kansas, which State 
claims a good deal of interest in the St. 
Joe office. Tracy’s cause here is 
inthe hands of John T. Clements. There 
bas been a good deal of trouble here with the 
St. Joe Post-oftice, Beach, it willbe remem- 
bered, was bounced.

THE MOLDER’S LOCKOUT 
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Giles Fill 
Case 


Forcibly Presents the 
the Manufacturers, 


Trades Unionists Forever Debarred by 
the Excelsior Company. 


The lock-out of the molders employed by 
the Excelsior Manufacturing Company, 
which commenced over three weeks ago, 
continues. The public will never hear when 
it ends, for, in as far as the present lot of so- 
called “strikers”? is concerned, they are 


-“out’’ perpetually, or atleast until such a 


time as they renouuce their allegiance to the 
Molders’ Trade Union. The trouble, it will be 
remembered, originated in the demand of the 
molders who are members of |jthe Union 
that four.men be discharged from the shop, 
their offense being that they were instructing 
apprentices. The Excelsior Manufacturing 
Company curtly retorted that those who were 
not satisfied with the management of the shop 


were at liberty to quit. Thereupon the 
Union forces withdrew. President Giles ril- 
ley, With characteristic energy, at once set 
measures on foot to fill the places of those 
who had withdrawn. There were but few St. 
Louis molders who had not been forced into 
the Union, and it was necessary to: send 
abroad for the necessary “ey very day 
since the lockout this foreign labor has been 
arriving. Within a week the force will be 
recruited up to its full complement. A Post- 
DISPATCH reporter held an extended con- 
versation with Mr. Giles Filley, 
President of the Excelsior Company, 
on the subject of the labor trou bles, which 
have at times embarrassed, temporarily, its 
business. The old gentleman, with some 
warmth, said: ‘‘Russia has its Nihilists, Ger- 
many its Socialists, France its Communists, 
and the United States its Trades Unionists. 
They are all ofafamily. They differ only in 
name. Their principles are the same, and the 
means employed to further their ends are the 
same. It is not necessary to go back to the 
summer of 1877, when miscreants, with the 
cry of **give us bread’? upon their lips, fired 
with the torch property that would have sup- 
ported a thousand families. ‘There are more 
recent instuncves. The bloody series 
of crimes committed by the 
Molly Magu res of Pennsylvania 
can be laid alone to the door of Trade Unaion- 
ism. Herein St. Louis there have been in- 
numerable instances of minor outrages. Many 
ofthe men who have remained with us dur- 
ing the time of strikes have been waylaid and 
siung-shotted, and all but killed. I never 
bad any use for Trades Unions. In 1858, when 
the stove foundries of the country were com- 
pletely in control of the Unions, the Excelsior 


. Company alone threw off the yoke, and the 


shops have continued to be non-Union ever 
since, and will continue to be so evermore, 
In the past we have permitted mem- 
bers of the Union to work 
in our shops, with the understanding, how- 
ever, that we in no sense recognized the 
Cnion’s power or autherity. The result of it 
has been thatthe few Unton men employed 
have quietly and insidiously and by various 
methods drawn all the other men in the shop 
into their organization. The result is shown 
in the recent arrogant demand for the dis- 
charge of the four non-Union men. That 
action has determined us. Henceforth no 
man who is a member of the Molders’ Union 
can work in our shop. To enter our employ 
he must first renounce his alile- 
giance to the Union. We have 
asked the other stove foundries 
of the country to assist usin this matter, but 
have littic hope of inducing them to join in a 
general and upanimous movement, the end of 
wh.ch is the downfall of the Uaion. We have 
had sume experience in this city in that line. 
On the occasion ofthe last genera! strike the 
beads of the leading foundries held a meeting 
and al! agreed that they would resist the de- 
mand of the strikers to the bitterend. What 
Was my surprise ina few days to learn that 
one of the largest foundries, whose represent- 
ative had been very loud in denouncing the 
attempt of the Union to run its affairs, had 
sent tor the men to go to work 
on the terms demanded. When 
asked to explain this action, they replied: 
‘“*We have just received alarge order from 
California which we must fill.”” And that is 
the way the almighty dollar creeps in, and 
the principle involved is forgotten. 1 donot 
believe in that, and would rather my shops 
were idle for a year than that they should be 
controled by the Unionists. That there is a 
strong and growing sentiment among the 
manufacturers, [am _ satisfied, and it may 
soon result in a united resistance to the Trades 
Union. Thesentimemtof our customers is 
unmistakable in this matter. Mr. Fille 
here turned to a file upon whic 
there were a great number of letters, which 
the reporter was requested to glance over. 
‘nevery tnstance they were from leadin 
hardware and stove houses inthe West an 
South, applauding the course of the Excelsior 
Compuby, and promising to sustain. itin its 
fight against the Union by all means possi- 
ble, notably that of waiting orders until the 
works were able to catch up on their delayed 
business. 

On the subj@t of the employment of boys 
Mr. Filley bus strong ideas, which are fully 
expressed in a cartoon in Harper’s Weekly of 
last week. On one side three bright boys are 
applying to a skilled mechanic for work. 
He looks at them distrustfully and says, 
‘*You want to learn the trade, eh? Ob that? 
wouldn’t suit the Union; boys would cheapen 
lubor.”’ Onthe other side of the picture 
these three boys are scen loafing in a saloon, 
grown up into idle, drinking, ignorant young 
hoodlums. Through the window ean be seen 
fifty boys swarming about the door of a law- 
seni oftice where a boy is wanted for $2 per 
week. 


DICKENS’ PRISONER. 


A Life Time Passed in a Pennsylyania 
Penitentiary. 
Philadelphia Cor. New York Tribune. 


For several years I have been an occasional 
Sabbath visitor to the Eastern Penitentiary to 
assist the chaplainin conducting the relig- 
lous services. The arrangements for preach- 
ing to the prisoners in this institution are de- 
cidedly unique. They number at present 
1,000. Visitors are not allowed to see them 
orto converse with them, andthe services 
must be conducted so as not to violate the pris- 
en discipline. The chaplain has managed to en- 
list the services of a sufficient number of 
preachers and singers to conduct the worship 
every Sabbath in the six or eight pyjaces des- 
ignated. Each preacher addresses about 200 
convicts. They can all hear him and unite in 
the singing, but they cannot see him. Be- 
fore Dickens wrote his ‘American Notes’ he 
Visited the Eastern Penitentiary, and his 
comments on the Neer nang system’’ have 
prejudiced many thousand persons against 
the Pennsylvania method of dealing with 
climinals. Among the cases that came under 
his own observation was the following. I 
quote his words: 

In another cell was a German sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment for larceny, two of 
which bad expired. With colors perme in 
the same manner he had painted every inch 
of the walls and ceiiing quite beautifully. He 
had laid out the few feet of ground bebind 
with exquisite neatness, and had made a lit- 
tle bed in the center that looked by the by like 
agrave. The taste and ingenuity he had dis- 
played in everything were most extraordin- 
ary; and yet amore dejected, heart-broken, 
wretched creature it would be difficult to im- 
agine. I never saw such a picture of forlorn 
atiliction and distress of mind. My heart bled 
for him,and when the tears ran down his 
cheeks and he took ane of the visitors aside 
to ask, with his trembling hands nervously 
clutching at his coat to detain him, whether 
there was no hope of his dismal sentence be- 
ing commuted,the spectacle was really too 
pesares to witness.I never saw or heard of any 
‘ind of misery that tmp me more than 
the wretchedness of this man. 

This was penned by the great noyelist In 
the year 1841. Many changes have taken 
place during these forty years, but the 
**wretchedness”’ that so “impressed’’ Dick-

the peniten » [noticed to my right a cell 
h an open -door., The cou panna full 
ew of the singers and the P . His 
appearance was quite reverential, and it sur- 
prised .me that he alone of my audience of 200 
was visible. I inquired afterward of the 
chaplain concerning him. ‘“Oh,’’. said he, 
“that is Charle » the man immortalized 
by Dickens. ait, and after the others have 
gone I will take you tohis cell.” I accepted 
the invitation. efound the prisoner very 
glad to see us and quite communicative. The 
walls of hiscell were decorated with figures 
of various designs, and _ presented 
quite a homelike appearance, They brought 
to mind a cell that was pointed out to me in 
the year 1846, when I visited the penitentiary. 
The Warden at tnat time told usthat the 
room, which was then empty, had been orna- 
mented by a German convict who had left the 
year before, serving out his term of five 
years. During his imprisonment he had 
managed to collect the dust from colored 
yarns and had used this in preparing differ- 
ent colors for decorating the walls. The 
room was regarded as a great curiosity. As 
soon as I entered the cell of “‘Dickens’ pris- 
oner,” as he is calle@,I noticed his resem- 
biance to the one I had seen so many years 
ago. “That, *? exclaimed __ the old 
man, “‘is the first room that I painted. I have 
decorated ten rooms in all. Eight of 
these were for myself.”’ Hethen went into 
a somewhat tedious detail of his method of 
decorating, and spoke of the superiority of 
his work and the precaution he had taken to 
— in oil the places where visitors were 
ikely to deface the ornaments. Charley 
seems to be quite devout and loves tospeak of 
the church of his mother. His history, if 
written out, would make sirange reading. 
He committed thecrime of larceny and was 
first sentenced for five years in the,year 1839. 
It was during this time that Dickens inter- 
viewed him.» To him liberty was not so dear 
as Dickens imagined. He has been sentenced 
seven times since. The last time was from 
September 10,1879, for three years. He is 
now seventy-ecight years old, and while he 
looks forward to the day of his release with 
some interest, heis fearful that he may not 
fare as well on the outside as he has fared 
inside of the prison walls. He indulges the 
hope that after “his time isup’’ his friends 
will help him to geta home. He talks very 
freely of his pastlife. In giving him his first 
sentence the judge reminded him 
that it was not made 
more severe because his offense involved the 
character of aninnocent man. The idea of 
going to prison for so long a term as five 
years, and of being separated from his wife 
und young child was horrible. Hecould not 
endure to think ofit, and actually attempted 
to commit suicide by plunging a shoemaker’s 
knife into his bowels. ‘*No blood flowed,’’ 
he said, *tand I took this as a token that I was 
not to die yet.”? Afterward, however, he de- 
termined to end his misery by cutting huge 
gasbesin hisarms. The blood now came, 
and his life was almost extinct when the 
keeper found him. Aftera few weeks he 
was restoredto health, and then news came 


| of the infidelity of his wife. This caused him 


to abandon all hope of living outside, and he 
deterinined to “‘make the best ofit,’’? by re- 
mainingin the penitentiary. 
years he actually became accustomed to this 
sort of life and loved it. When his time of 
confinement has expired he has managed 
in some way to get back again,and so it has 
come to pass that for the — part of two- 
and-forty years the old sinner has been 
boarding on ‘‘Cherry Hill’”’ at the expense of 
the Keystone State. 


The Author of ‘‘Rock Me to Sleep.” 
Washington Cor. Cincinnati Commercial. 


I have met in Washington a sister of Flor- 
ence Percy. who wrote the song ‘‘Rock Me 
to Sleep, Mother.’’ The authorship of the 
poem was claimed, it will be remembered, by 
a gentleman, but at length investigation set- 
tied that the lady was the writer. The plea 
ofjjthe masculine claimant was that in early 
life he had written something similar, and 
had been told by his friends, and for a time 
supposed that this was the half-forgotten 
poem of his youth. 

“Florence Percy,”’ or Miss Chase, had a ro- 
mantic life and acheckered ,one. She is at 
present editing a paper in Maine. She lives 
with her third husband, an intelligent man, 
at presentljin Europe Co ge 8 er first 
husband was Marshal Taylor, whofell in love 
with her through her poems, corresponded, 
became engaged, and came from California to 
this city to marry ber. She never had seen 
bim until the day she met him 
at the _ train, when the license 
was immediately procured and _ the 
ceremony performed at her father’s house. 
After a few years the marriage contract, 
without any previous acquaintance, proved 
unhappy. They sepurated, she retaining her 
little girl, christened with her mother’s nom 
de plume, Florence Percy. Afterward, while 
traveling abroad, she married an artist, Paul 
Acres, to whom she was passionately devo- 
ted, and whose death, after a short period of 
matrimonial happiness, was the severest blow 
of her life, followed as it was by the loss ofa 
baby girl of his. Then passed years of lone- 
liness, Whena third marriage, of respect on 
her part, but of love on the partof the 
husband, gave her a leasant home 
and kind attention, and resulted in the birth 
of a third daughter, a child now fifteen years 
of age, phenomenally beautiful and gifted. 
Mr. Chase, the fatherof Florence Percy, 
livesin Washington, out near the Navy Yard. 
Heis a robust, fine-looking man, of poetic 
taste, but is totally and hopelessly blind. He 
has a little exercise path around his bed, but, 
except for the daily tramp over the carpet of 
his bed-room in this restricted space, does not 
venture about. His sole pleasure is in the 
visits of old friends, for his daughters long 
since are married and — from under the 
roof-tree, to which he clings because it is his 
own old home. 


Spiritualism Not Insanity. 
Chicago Special to New York Sun. 


A novel case was decided in the Circuit 
Court yesterday, in which Judge Tully held 
that proof that a man believed in spiritualistic 
phenomena was no evidence of a man’s in- 
sanity or incapacity to take care of his own 
affairs. The undue influence in this case was 
exercised by a spiritualistic medium, Mrs. 
Chamberlain, over Col. H. W. H. Cushman, 
now deceased. Cushman held a poliev in the 
Republic Life Insurance Company for $10,000, 
which his executor claimed as an asset of the 
estate. Mrs. Chamberlain claimed it on an 
equitable assignment, which the executor re- 
sisted on the ground that atthe time of the 
assignment Cushman’was ee of makin 
a binding contract, owing to insanity cause 
by spiritualism. It was proved that for many 
years Cushman had been a firm believer in 
communication with departed spirits; that he 
had beeninthe habit of consulting spirits 
almost daily and placed much value upon coun- 
sel purporting to come from them through 
mediums, and at one time had invested 
largely in a worthless mine through their 
advice. 

Judge Tully said that men who stand high 
in science, judges who adorn the bench, at- 
torneys, solicitors, clergymen, physicians,lit- 
erary men of the highest ability, and, in fact, 
men in every Walk and condition of life hon- 


,estly believed in these phenomenas, ind so it 


would be the sheerest nonsense for him to 
hold that belief in the phenomena known as 
spiritualism was per se any evidence of un- 
sound mind. It might lead to unsound mind, 
but not necessarily so. But in thecase before 
the court it appentes that the assignment to 
Mrs. Chamberlain was in the nature of a gift, 
for which there was no money. consideration. 
It appeared that for years Cushman had lived 
with the medium, and that she was almost 
constantly in his thoughts, and he claimed to 
have received communications from spirits 
through her. In following English decisions 
in regard to the influence of spiritual medi- 
ums, whichthrow the burden of proof on 
them that no such influence was exerted. 
Judge Tully held that the gift of a policy in 
this way was procured by undue influence, 
and decided in favor of the execution.

ROBERT FULTON. 


The Man Who Applied Steam to River 
Navigation. 
E. A. Townsend in New York Tribune. 


I stood over the grave of Fultonin Trinity 
Chureh-yard yesterday, and recalled -his 
plain, strong story. 

Fulton was examined as a witness at Tren- 
ton, New Jersey, before a committee of the 
Legislature on the petition of John Livings- 
tonto allow only Fulton’s steamers to navi- 
gate Jersey waters. The State Capitol build- 
ing was cold and the weather was cold. Re- 
crossing the Hudson to come to New York, 
with a full river of ice, he was several hours 
on that broad water where first appeared his 
triumph, and he took a heavy cold, probably 
pneumonia. He was then in the Govern- 
ment service, trying to muke a steam frigate, 
against the opposition of the old salts of the 
Navy, and while still sick he went to the 
frigate on a bad day and gave instructions on 
her deck in the open air. Thecold with re- 
doubled force returned, and he died February 
94,1815. The newspapers wentinto mourn- 
ing. The Albany Legislature wore mourn- 
ing, although he had never held any office. 
He was buried the day after his death from 
his residence, No. 1 State strect, attended by 
nearly all the officers of the city and national 
Governments intown. From the steam frigate 
he died trying to achieve minute guns were 
fired, and also fromthe Battery. His body 
was put in a leaden coffin covered with ma- 
hogany, carrying a metal plate, and was laid 
in the vault of the Livingston family. By his 
will he devised his pictures to, an academy of 
fine arts at Washington, but bis estate was in- 
v'lved, and these pictures, said to be 
splendidg were all scattered. His will sanakes 
no mention whatever of any religious faith. 
“*T leave my wife, Harriet Fulton,” he says, 
‘$9,000 a year during her life.’’ He leaves 
bis brother, Abraham Smith Fulton, a be- 
quest, his sister, Elizabeth Scott, $1,000, his 
sister, Isabella Cooke, $2,000,and $5,000 apiece 
toeach child of his deceased sister, Mary 
Morris. Heleaves Mrs. Ruth Barlow, wid- 
ow of. the poet, his interest in 
the plates of the ‘Cumberland. Ful- 
ton was born in the most Scotch-Irish part of 
Pennsylvania, in Little Britain townshtp, be- 
forethe American outbreak at Boston. He 
was fifty years old when hedied. His father 
/had been firstatsilor and then a farmer, 
His mother was Mary Smith, and he was the 
oldest son, but the third child. Just before 
Robert was born the father had removed 
from Lancaster City. where he had lived six 
years, to the farm. The elder Fulton and the 
father of Benjamin West were neighbors and 
‘good friends. Old Mr. Fulton died when 
Robert was 3 years old,in Lancaster town, 
er is buried in the Presbyterian churchyard 
there. 

Brought up about Lancaster, wnich was 
then agreat place for manufacturing rifles 
fcr Western hunters, and for fitting out pack- 
mules with wares to cross the mountains, 
Fulton was clever with his pencil and inquir- 
ing as to mechanics. While a boy he made 
bis own lead pencils. The revolutioanary 
war passed on while Fulton was at Lancas- 
ter, and Congress came there to meet for a 
little while, and then passed on to York, to 
the south of it. His earliest experiments in 
increasing the speed of boats were made on 
Conestoga Creek, which winds around Lan- 
caster. The Hessian prisoners wore kept 
awhile in Lancaster, and he made caricatures 
of them on paper. 

At seventeen he went to Philadelphia to 
try to become an artist, or at least a portrait 
painter, and Ben Franklin, the editor of the 
town, took him inhand and encouraged him. 
With his first earnings he settled his mother 
and sisters on a farm in Washington county, 
Penn., near where Senator Blaine was after- 
ward born. Fulton now was threatened with 
consumption, and ghistook himto Europe 
with a letter of introductionto Benjamin 
West. The visitto England probably re- 
sulted in the steamboat. Watt 
had already perfected the steam 
engine, and the only uestion 
was how to apply it to navigation. With that 
comprehensive Americanisnr of which so 
maby specimens have since been seen, Fulton 
surmouated the difficulties everybody had 
found inthe steamboat, and gave it to the 
world much as we now have it. Under the 
influence of West and our Minister to France, 
Barlow, he spent considerable time in art. He 
illustrated the tolerable bad poem by Barlow 
with oil paintings, and yet his mind was con- 
stantly dropping inte things of mechanism, 
such as inclined planes, marble-sawing appa- 
ratus, flax-spinning machines,  cast- 
iron aqueducts, air-guns, topedoes, ete. 

The dates of his steamers are: The Cler- 
mont, 1807; the Paragon, 1811; Fire Fly, 1812; 
the Richmond, 1813;. Washington, 1813; the 
New York and Nassau ferryboats, 1813; the 
steamboat Vesuvius, built at Pittsburg, 1813. 
He had contracts for-séveral boats to~ assist, 
Jackson at the battle of New Orleans. In 
1814 he made the Fulton-the- First, the first 
steam vessel of war inthe worid.- She cost 
$320,000 and blew up in 1829. In 1815 he built 
the ‘Emperor of Russia’? for the Czar of Rus- 
sia. Afterward the Sayannah crossed the 
ocean safely instead of her. Fulton’slast two 
boat were the ‘Chancellor Livingston,’’ of 526 
tons, and the “Mute. ’’ 

One of the greatest events in Fulton’s life 
was his falling in with Chancellor Livingston, 
that shrewd Scotch-Dutechman, atthe Court 
of’ France. Livingston’s partin the steam- 
boat gives him the great name of promoter, a 
far better word than patron. Fulton married 
the daughter of Walter Livingston, a relative 
of the Chancellor, and she is buried at Clavy- 
erack Church, three miles back of the City 
of Hudson, among the Livingstons, Van 
Nesses, Webbs, and other founders of New 
York. His son, Robert Barlow Fulton, died 
in 1841. His daughter, Julia Blythe, died in 
1248. There were two other daughters, Mrs. 
Ludlow and Mrs. McCreery, living in New 
York City near the commencement of the re- 
bellion. Aclerkin one of the public offices 
at Washington named Franklin McRea mar- 
ried a daughter of Mrs. Blythe, and he lob- 
bied out the project to pay theheirs of Rob- 
ert Livingston $100,000 due them by the gov- 
err ment. 

Fulton was a gentleman by nature; he had 
short, curling hair, eyes wide apart and 
seated under deep brows, nose slightly Ro- 
man andrather short, and he had a most 
beautitn! mouth. Benjamin West painted 
his portrait, and it shows a gentleman with 
gold: seals, lace rufiies in his bosom anda high 
coat collar. He was six feet high, slender and 
well-formed, and very easy and graceful in 
his movements. He was without affectation 
or self-assertion, yet had a Scotch confidence 
that made him unembarrassed anywhere.

The mottowill 
be found in the same fascinating volume, of 
the House of Gainsborough—* Tout bien ox 
rien,’’ translated “Allor nothing;’’? which 
reminds us of thetitle of one of Dryden’s 
lavs—‘All for Love, or the World Well 
ost.’”?’ Her Ladyship, whether writing for 
the newspapersin New York, or teaching 
school in New Hampshire, was true 
to the legend of her race. We know little 
that is particular about her; she may or may 
not baye been pe: sonally beautiful; well in- 
formed she evidently Was, and eveh accom- 
plished; and she exhibited pluck and endur- 
ance and industry, and an acceptance of the 
situation to which her affections had brought 
her, which it is impossible not to admire. 
W hen her father offered to receive her in her 
old home, if she would give up her husband, 
she instantly declined the invitation. She 
teemstc have had a good, old-fashioned, 
constant heart, 0 a kind which 
is not so common as it once was, and which is 
destined, we fear, as the world goes on in its 
peculiar civilization. to become (except in 
novels) rarer still. We do not say that itisa 
good thinginitself forthe daughter of an 
Earl to ¢lope with a music master, or to mar- 
ry in bg tothe wish of her noble 
father; but there is something beautiful in 
the courage and persistence of this Lady 
Blanche, and in the fidelity with which she 
ie to the dubious fortunes of her bus- 
band. 

People will naturally say that she must 
have been very unhappy. On the contrary, 
she was probably not unhappy atall. Her 
anxiety to marry herself out of the peerage 
Was as great as that of many young ladies is 
to marry themselves into it. She had her 
own way, and that wasa great deal. She had 
the husband of her choice, and we trust that 
he was worthy of her devotion. She kept 
busily at her work, and had (~»n0 
time for sighing. The home which she left 
may Or may not have been a happy one, but 
she left it to make a home ofherown. When 
she died, many difficulties had been sur- 
mounted, and the future was brighter. If 
the novel had only been a little longer, it 
might have ended even brilliantly. Doubtless 
many romances are continually occurring in 
real life quite as strange and striking as this 
which we are considering. They lack only 
this element or the other, which, if they had 
it. would put them into the newspapers. 
What they teach is the reclly uniform enarac- 
ter of most of our social life. Thousands up‘ n 
thousands pass through existence : without do- 
ing anything which in the least astonishes 
anybo Y. No wonder that line of Gray— 
‘*They kept the even tenor of their way”—is 
in everybody’s mouth. It is the biography of 
the million. When anything a little out of 
usual occurs it is much talked of until some- 
thing still odder, or at least fresher, supplants 
it. Then we lift up both hands and exclaim: 
“Truth is stranger than fiction.”? It would 
be wiser to say that fiction, kept within due 
bounds and free from wild improbability, is 
mere truth—a record of something Which has 
actuallv happened withthe names left out. 
The Lady Blanch Murphy, wil! go into a hun- 
dred novels, and we dare say she bas been ina 
half a dozen already.

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A GERMAN EXILE. 


An Interesting Talk With a Victim of 
Bismarck’s Oppressign.. 


Mr. Louis Viereck, the well-known Ger- 
man Socialist,arrived in the city on Thursday, 
and will remain several days. 
Iie. is at present visiting. this 
country in the interest of the German social- 
ists. Mr. Viereck is a young man, not more 
than thirty years of ‘age, stoutly built, and 
with a small black moustache. He is an old 
agitator, however, and is at present under 
public surveilance at home, having been ex- 
jled from Berlin on account of his 
socialistic tendencies. Mr.  Viereck 
is accompanied on his trip by Herr F. W. 
Fritzche, a member of the German Reichstag, 
undthetwo are engaged enlisting the peo- 
ple of this country in socialistic work in Ger- 


wany. A PostT-DISPATCH reporter met Mr. 
Virreck yesterday and talked with him 
about his visit and the object of it. He 
speaks very little English, but when accosted 
in his own lJlanguge he became elo- 
quent in his Sentieeladion of the 
persecution at home, and especially 
of the hardsbips brought about by the anti- 
sucialistic law. **Why,” said he, ‘it is terrible 
and there must be some remedy soon. The 
people are ground down by tyrants and a 
change of some kind must result.” 

‘*What is the object of your present visit ?” 
Mr. Viereck was asked. 

**We wish to cal] attention of Americans to 
the state of affairs at present prevailing in 
Germany. Then, we wantto raise some mo- 
ney to help support the movement at home. 
‘Weare also organizing a series of societies 
similar to the Lund League. We es- 
tablished clubs of this kind at Mil- 
waukee, Chicago and other places, 
and we will endeavortodo so here. These 
societies will wcelk in unison with those at 
home, and will be ready for any emergency. 
The poiicy of Bismarck is such that it will 
force a change, and wewantto be ready for 
the republic when the time for establishing 
jt comes. That will be very soon.” 
| “What is the nature of the anti-socialistic 
aw? 

“Tt forbids the publication of all working- 
incn’s Or socialistic papers, nor does it allow 
any societies of this nature. It prescribes 
that any man or family can be expelled from 
gnyeitvy on short notice, without any trial 
Whatever. The police have this power in their 
hands. If a man_ vrefuses to go, he 
is thrown out, neck and = crop. I 
was born in_ Berlin and have liveg 
there all my life, but they turned me out on 
twenty-four hours’ notice, and Iean not go 
back on any consideration. Another thing is 
that any money collected forthe support of 
people exiled from aniy city is contiseated by 
the Government.” 

“Will the Czar’s death bave any effect upon 
the condition of atfairs in Germany?’? 

“Yes; it will make the government more 
bitter in its perseeution.’’ 

“Is the Emperor in danger of 
bombs r?? 

“Ob, no. We don’t believe in that style of 
thing. It wen’t do any good.” 

‘Are not the Russian Nihilists 
Socialists in Germany identieal?’? 

“Well both parties are revolutionary,but the 
difference is this: The Nibilists are divided 
into three sects, liberals, socialists and an- 
irchists. The Liberals want simply a consti- 
tution and a liberal monarchy. The Socialists’ 
demands are the same as ours. The anarch- 
ists Want a universal break up andthe d——1 
to pav generally. So you see how we stand 
in relation to them.” 

‘*What does your party demand?” 

‘“Wewant a Republie—an abolition of all 
tvrannical laws, free speech, a free press and 
iree schools. We believe that there will be 
no political liberty until social conditions are 
entirely changed and capitalists and corpora- 
lions are brought under. Co-operation is 
our Watehword.” 

“What is your strength at home?’’ 

“Atthe general elections of ’77 and 77s, 
when the total vote was about 5,000,000, we 
poiled 600,000 votes. You must remember, 
liowever, thatthe peopieare so crushed that 
many of them are airaid to express their 
wishes, and that we have not the use of a free 
speech or a free press to call the people out. 
We are growing rapidly, however, 
and the Government is becoming alarmed. 
At the Jast meeting of the Reichstag the re- 
ports stated that sovialistic books had been 
found in large numbers, even among the sol- 
diers. Weare bound to win.” 

Mr. Fritzsche is at present in Indianapolis, 
but will arrive to-day. A mass-meeting will 
be held Sunday afternoon, at which both gen- 
tlemen will speak in German. The place 
has not vet been selected,but it is announced 
that Britton A. Hill will make an address in 
Englisb at the meeting.

THE dispatches giving the details of the 
burning of the Opera-House at Nice, France, 
fully explain how it was possible to burn 
eighty or a hundred people to death and 
wound as many more. The building was a 
flimsy affair and its exits were few and nar- 
row. The fire broke out on the stage while the 
curtain was down. Anexplosion of gas follow- 
ed andin aninstant the auditorium was in 
darkness. In the rush and panicthe exits were 
blocked, people were trampled under foot and 
escape was impossible. The calamity that oc- 
curred at Nice is ‘1able to occur on any crowded 
night in two-thirds of the theaters of this 
country. The chief aim of the constructors of 
buildings of public amusement seems to be to 
crowd as many seats as possible into a given 
space; and while every attentionis given to 
arrangements for getting people in, very few 
pains are taken to provide modes for them to 
get out. It is gratifying to note that in rebuild- 
ing the Grand Opera-House in this city the 
owners have taken care to provide the most 
capacious exits. The plans show that even 
in time of the greatest excitement the entire 
auditorium can be emptied in five minutes. 
With these facilities and improved apparatus 

or exiinguishing fires, there never need be 
such a catastrophe in our new Opera-House 
as that which has plunged Nice in mourning.

AFTER a tedious six-week’s trial a San 
Franciseo jury has decided that, when the 
junior KALLOCH entered the oflice of the 
San Francisco Chronicle and shot CHARLES 
DE YOUNG dead he was simply exercising 
the right of acitizen whose father had sus- 
tained aninjury. In other words, the mur- 
derer of DE YOUNG, has been acquitted. A 
more outrageous mockery of justice has not 
taken place in California since the day that 
the Regulators found it necessary to take the 
administration of criminal law into their own 
hands. DE YOUNG and the elder KALLOCH 
had been engaged in a dirty personal quarrel 
and the latter had received a severe bullet 
wound. The junior KALLOCH felt it his duty 
to avenge his father’s wrongs. He went into 
the counting-room of the Chronicle one day 
and deliberately shot DE YOUNG dead. A 
lot of perjured testimony was adduced to 
show that DE YOUNG fired the first shot. 
On this slender foundation the honest 
jury founded a case of insanity and self- 
defense. DE YOUNG was a malicious fel- 
low who abused his privilege as a newspaper 
publisher. He hadan exaggerated sense of 
his mission to hunt down and drive out of 
the community in which he lived the people 
who happened to be generally obnoxious, and 
his attempt upon the life of the elder KAL- 
LOCK was cowardly inthe extreme; but no 
man who has followed the testimony inthe 
late trial can come to any other conclusion 
than that he was deliberately murdered by 
young KALLOCH. As justice seems to be out 
of the question in California we presume it is 
in order now for MIKE DE YOUNG to be seized 
with what the modern scientists call ‘‘a tran- 
sitory mania,’’ and shoot the slaverof his 
brother wherever he finds him.

MR. OVERSTOLZ may be able to secure the 
nomination at the hands of a packed conven- 
tion in which the cabbage wards have the ma- 
jority of delegates, but that nomination may 
be very far from another election.

Perhaps if alleditors and preachers in St. 
Louis were personally as familiar with Euro- 
pean politics as you are, they would take as 
nearly a correct position inthe matter of the 
death of the Czar as you do. 

Though we all recoil from bfoodshed, no one 
can deny that this man was a‘detestable tyrant, 
who freed some millions of serfs in order, with 
them, to keep other men in subjection, and 
there is no good reason why he should be omit- 
tedfrom that old Virginia prayer, ‘‘sic semper 
tyrannis.’’

The Mysterious Diamond Robbery | 


Still Uneolved. 


Another Chapter of the Inner History of 
the Case. 


Sir Charles Ashley’s diamond robbery is still 
the theme of all tongues. An Englishman of 
rank who has sustained a loss of $1,200 in our 
midst naturally would attract a certain amount 
of attention, but there are circumstances 
about this case which makeit oneof peculiar 
interest to the general public. The 
police have intimated the suspicion that 
Sir Charles is bogus, and that he has been

On 
the other hand, he was certainly possessed- of 
jewelry worth thousands of dollars, which 
would entirely relieve him from the neces- 
sity of resorting to a game of 
this description, upon whose heels 
detection and exposure were sure to follow. 
His conversation and habits and surroundings 
are those of a thorough gentleman. On the 
other band he has, at anyrate,in oneiustance, 
allowed a small bar billtorun unpaid, and is 
said to dodge the saloon. At his boarding 
house again he has been as prompt as clock 
work in the payment of his dues, and has be- 
haved himseli about the place like a thorough 
gentleman. 

He told a reporter thatthe made no'claim to 
be Sir Charles Ashley, and yet on his mantel 
piece are perfumery botties ‘‘prepared ex- 
pressly for Sir Charles Ashley;’’ and at the 
recognized English headquarters.the Red Lion 
Saloon on Third street, he was known and in- 
troduced by that title. Taking him for all in 
all he is a puzzle to which the answer has not 
yet been suggested, and public interest in him 
will hardly abate until it is answered. 

A reporter this morning went up to Mr. 
Owens’ drug store on the northeast corner ot 
Nineteenth and Franklin avenue, and asked 
that gentleman what he knew of Sir Charles 
Ashley. 

Mr. Dwens smiled meaningly and said that he 
knew very little aboutthe person. 

‘*But I understood that you knew himin the 
old country ?’’ 

‘*Well, may-be I did.’’ 

‘Is he Sir Charles Ashley?’ 

‘‘No. There is no such person as Sir Charles 
Ashley. Thereisa SirJohn Ashley; heis the 
only baronet of thename. This fellowis an 
imposter.’’ 

‘*Do you know the real Sir John Ashley?’’ 

‘*T have seen him—he looks nothing at all 
like thisman. I wasintroduced tothis party 
at the Red Lion Saloon, where his name was 
Piven as Sir Charles Ashley. I stated then that 
was a mistake.’’ 

‘*‘Whatis he then?’’ 

‘*‘The Lord knows. I will have all the infor- 
mation about himina few days, as I wrote 
home to England about him some time ago, 
an answer will be due within the next ten 

ays.’’ 

‘*You knew his servant, Fred Joy, did you 
not?’’ 

‘*Yes, I met him inthe old country. He was 
a servant in a hospital there in which I was for 
atime. His present address is 13 Mulberry 
street, New York City. He came to see mein 
his master’s interest, asking that I keep still 
about him and offering to take me into part- 
nership with them in some scheme which they 
had which required a medical maninit. Of 
course I declined, and shortly after that Fred 
left him and went home to New York.’’ 

you think Joy was a valet or an accom- 
plice.’’ 

‘*I believe that Joy was his partnerin what- 
ever scheme they were working.’’ 

It is evidens that Mr. Owens has put himself 
in communication with the London constabu- 
lary, as he evinced considerable vexation at 
the publication made. He hinted that he 
would have madea bigthing out of it if the 
case had been kept dark. 

Winnowing out Mr. Owens’ testimony, the 
most important § fact is the existence 
of Sir John Ashley, a well-known baronet, 
and yet Lodge’s3‘‘Peerage and Baronetage’’ 
and Burke’s work on the same subject contain 
no mention of either Sir John Ashley or Sir 
Charles Ashley, and the question naturally 
arises, if there isnosuch person as Sir John 
Ashley, how could Mr. Owens know him? If 
there was such a baronet, Lodge and Burke 
would have him. But the only Ashley in 1er 
book is Ashley-Cooper, the family nanfe of 
the House of Shaftsbury. There is, however, 
a Sir John Dugdale Astley, the founder ot 
the Astley belt, and itis probably this person 
whom Owens saw, and whose name misled 
him. This does not make thé case any better 
as to the gentleman who was robbed for if he 


‘is the genuine article, his name ought to figure 


in those pages, which is not the case. 

The reporter met next Mr. David B. Kirk, 
the well known flour merchant, who tells 
the following ~ story: ‘*Last Monday 
iny book keeperdown at the store was ac- 
costed by a foreign-looking party who wanted 
tosee me. He came againin the afternoon 
when I wasin, and from the publication in yes- 
terday’s Post-DISPATCH I know he was the 
man who claims to be SirCharles Ashley. He 
first looked at me eagerly and then said I was 
not the man he was looking for, whereupon he 
told me the story just as you printed it, that a 
Mr. David B. Kirk had robbed him of $2,000 
worth of jewels. ‘I suppose it’s one of those 
blasted merican - jokes we hear so much 
about,’ he said, ‘but I’m beginning to feel 
uneasy about it.’ assured him 
thatit was probably not a joke, and that he 
had better hunt the man up, which he proeceed- 
edtodo. He impressed me with the idea that 
he was telling a straight story, and seemed to 
feel awfully ashamed at being beaten in this 
way. There was another man dressed in a felt 
ae hat, and a cut-away-coat, that 
waited down stairs while he was up talking to 
me, but who did not come into the office, al- 
though he told my book-keeper that he 
was coming up as that gentleman met 
him going out. ILsuppose he wasa detective, 
and ft understand thut a similarly dressed party 
has been shadowing my house for some time 
past.’’ 

In this latter conclusion Mr. Kirk is proba- 
bly mistaken, as the little gentleman with the 
cloth stovge-pipe hat and the cut-away coat 
was, this mnorning at least, shadowing Sir 
Charles Ashley himself. A reporter hunted up 
Sir Charies this morning and followed him qui- 
etly for several blocks, and this curious-look- 
in party was always. about thirty yards 
behind him, keeping him well in view,and, loit- 
ering along with one eye onthe show windows 
and the otheron Mr. Ashley. Just what he is 
uptois an utter mystery. Heis nota St. Lonis 
detective, either public or private, but evident- 
ly has some little game of his own. The re- 
porter left him at his task. 

Taking it all in all, the cas@is as mysterious 
aone as has ever been exploited in St. Louis. 
The only rational thevry is that this English- 
man, whois notSir Charles Ashley, has been 
robbed of a large lotof jewels by some conti- 
dence man, who gave his name as David Kirk, 
presumably because of a half resemblance to 
the real Mr. Kirk. Ashley, for§reasons best 
known to himself, is eager to avoid publicity, 
and would not give his name to any 

hoping to get his yrop- 
erty back incognito. Why he shou d 
dislike even the publicity necessary 
to regain his lost gowerry can only be guessed. 
And last of all, whatthe little man with the 
lug hat is up to baffles conjecture. Had there 
een any eat jewelry robberyin England 
lately, and if it was possible that some of the 
swag was brought to St. Louis, there might be 
some close guessing done as tothe inwardness 
of this affair. But there are no facts to go 
upon.

| ‘Reilly a Free Man. _ 

At the conclusion of the taking of testimony 
inthe case of Michael J. Reilly, who was ar- 
raigned in the Court of Criminal Correction for 
a preliminary examination in a charge of mur- 
der yesterday, the defense submitted a motion 
for discharge, which was set for argument for 
this mornipg. The motion was made onthe 


testimony adduced by the State onthe state- 
ments of Mr. Phillips, who was 
the only 
Messrs. Foster, Lodge, Cornelius McBride, 
Joy and ex-Judge Jones appeared for the de- 
tense. Mr. Foster opened the argument,read’ 
ing several authorities on the subject of self- 
detense. Mr. Hogan followed,basing his argu - 
mentonthe substance of Mr. Phillips’ testi- 
mony. Mr. Lodge followed in his customary 
concise argument, and the case was brought 
toaclose. Judge Cady inrendering the de- 
cision spoke of the threats that had been made 
against Reilly, and especially referred to the 
scene onthe nightof Alfred C. Hatch’s mar- 
riage to Lucy Hatch, concern- 
ing which Mr. Pliillips said that 
on the night of the marriage he, Hatch. saw 
Reilly and said, ‘There is the man that caused 
allthe trouble.’ He then went to his trunk, 
and taking out his revolver he started out at- 
ter Reilly, but was detained by Mrs. Hatch. 
Judge Cady said, ‘‘Though aware of the re- 
sponsibility in discharging the defendant, it is 
my duty, and I will not shirkit. The defend- 
ant is discharged.’’ On the rendering of the 
aecision Reilly was approached by his counsel 
and congratulated on his discharge. To a 
POST-DISPATCH reporter he said: ‘‘i will not 


* make astatement of the facts now, for I can- 


not contradict the many mistatements made 
about the case,and I will not make any correc- 
Aions or statements in dribs and drabs.’’ 

Judge Cady was asked concerning the point 
on which he decided and he replied. It was 
this: ‘‘Reilly had been informed of the threats 
made by Hatch against his life and two min- 
utes before he fired the fatal shot Phillips 
had detailed Mrs. Hatch’s statement, that had 
it not been for her interference the day before 
one.or the other would certainly have been 
shot. The otherthreats were toid to Reilly, 
and practically it was a question of 
who should fire the first 
shot. On this point principally the decision 
wasrendered.’’

THE UNIVERSITY CLUB. 

The University Club, as it has been run 
nearly ever since its organization, is mis- 
_- named. The constitution originally pre- 
seribed that only graduates of some college or 
university were eligible for membership. Af- 
tera very short trial this rule was changed,and 


the restriction on education removed. The 
great aim of the club is still, however, to pro- 
mote literature, sci¢nce and art, and itis the 
only clubin the city which does make any 
suc peernee A. majority of its members 
are college graduates, and a still greater pro- 

ortion possess more than the average 
iterary ability. The membership is and has 
always been exclusive, indeed the most 
so of any clubinthe city. Originally three 
black balls excluded a candidate, and many 
a young seciety gentleman of the highest so- 
ejai standing has had the notification of being 
rejected by the University Club.

The Germadia Club is the representative 
German club.

Some 
years ago certain Germans, fearing that the 


Americans would actually gain control of the 
club, succeededin putting through a rule 
limiting the number of American members, 
but the restriction has since been removed, 
and at present there are above fifty of them 
in the elub.

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ERASTUS WELLS, 
by harc-heacded shrewdness and untiring ins 
dustry has climbed from a ’vus driverinto the 
vanks of the millionaires. He ts virtually 
owner of the Olive street and Market street 
lines of railroad and the West Ead nurrow 
suuge, properties increasing enormously in 
value every year. Hisindividual real estate 
<loes not show up so heavily as it will next 
vear, for he has recently invested some of hts 
surplus cash, about $110,000,in the Conzelman 
dDutiding onthe northwest corner of Olive 
and Fiith streets. Besides these interests 
Mr. Wells is a large shareholderin the Lia- 
«lede Gaslight company andin several bank- 
ing and insurance companies. 

ROBERT BARNES 
stands onthe Assessor’s books for $229,900 
worth of realty. His estate is one easily 
managed. It consists largeiy of stocks and 
bonds. One of his largest itemsis the Fifth 
street railroad,whieh doubtless returns hand- 
somely on the investment, although .the roll- 
ing and live stock fail to indicate prosperity. 
Mr. Barnes makes no personal return, but is 
down on the books this year for $11,030. He 
passed the millionaire minnituum years ago. 

CHARLES P. CHOUTEAU 
was born rich, and, by prudent management 
has swelled his patrimony until, perhaps,with 
Thomas Allen he may dispute the claim to be- 
ing the wealthiest man in St. Louis, Mr. 
Chouteau’s real estate in the city, held in his 
individual name, is worth $100,000. Then 
there is his joint interest with Mrs. Maffit in 
the immense structure occupied by the Wm. 
Barr Company. That property is held in the 
name of the Julia Building Association, and 
is valued at $350,000. Mr. Chouteau’s inter- 
est in the firm of Chouteau, Harrison & Co. 
stands for another $100,000. Besides these, 
his interests in railroads and manufacturing 
enterprises, in banking and insurance cor- 
porations, are not only varied but very large. 
It would probably be difficult for him to put 
aun estimate on his own wealth nearer than to 
guess somewhere in the hundreds of thous- 
ands. Mrs. Maffitt’s individual estate is not 
so large as Mr. Chouteau’s, but has grown 
steadily andis considerably more than a mil-

A large real estate halderis Mr. Gerard B. 
ANen, whose wealth represents the steady 
nccumulation of a life-time, steady economi- 
eal habits and wise investments. His realty 
in St. Louis at the moderate estimate put 
upon it by the assessor’s figures amounts to 
s282,000. One of the items of Mr. Allen’s es- 
tate is Pope’s Theater, which is put down at 
70,000, but which probably couldn’t be 
bought for nearly double that amount since 
the rapid appreciation of property on Olive 
street. His private residence is valued at 
$25,000. The foundry property which Mr.

Tn this product a good trade has been done. 
The quotations following were furnished by 
H. Koetter & Sons, of Union Market: 

Sweet potatoes are going freely at 25c per 
peck, Irish potatoes 30c, turnips 25c, cartots 
25c, onions 60e, parsnips 25c, apples 25c to 40e. 
tpinage, 25 cents; kale, 25 eents, and to- 
matoes, $1 25. Lettuce, 50 to 75 cents per 
dozen; spring onions, 50 centa per dozen; 
radishes, 40 to 50 cents per dozen; pie plants, 
40 to 50 cents per dozen; ——s bunches, 40 to 
50 cents per dozen; parsley, 25to 40 cents per 
dezen. Other vegetables remain without 
change. ) 

Meate—Pork, from 8 to 10 cents per pound; 
beef, all cuts, from 5 to 15 cents; mutton, 
from 8 to 15 cents; veal, per pound, 9 to 16 
oaeNes round beefsteaks, from 5to 18 cents 
each. . 

Fish—Fish is now comingin more liberal 
than for some time past, but no more than to 
me the heavy demand. Prices are at the 
same figure that they were atthe opening of 
the season, but will probably show a decline 
within the next fifteen days. 

Butter, eggs, cheese, etc. Charles T. Fitz- 
atrick, o1 Christy avenue, furnishes the 
ollowing figures: Eggs are still holding 

their own at fifteen cents, but the immense 
stock that must reach this market in the next 
three weeks will cause a crack in high prices, 
and the Lent season is all that is holding then 
at the present quotations. 

Of butter there is a good demand an‘ fair 
fupply. Elgin creamery, the best offered on 
the market, is held at 40 cents per pound; 
Iowa creamery goes at 35 cents per pound; 
Illinois creamery at 30 cents; dairy at 25 and 
20 cents; choice roll at 25 cents. For Weatern 
cheese 15 cents per pound is being paid, and 
18 cents for New York’s best. 

Canned fish, fruits, etc.: Salmon 15 cents 
per can; sardines 15 and 20 cents per pound, 
and lobsters 15 cents per can; tomatoes 12 
cents per can; peaches 15 and 20 cents per 
can; corm 415 ~~ cents er can ;

gallon; mixed pickles 60c per gallon, and 
common pickles 80e per hundred.

reson selling seeds. e are sorry the sales- 
Soon often art what they know not of. 
Buyers of vegetable and flower seeds are 
doomed to dissapointment as long as they ex- 
pect eve —- of seedsto grow. Too 
many of the seeds kept over at the store from 
year to year are tooold. Thelife of garden 
seeds is not like that ofa grain of corn or 
wheat. The smaller seeds often germinate and 
perish before the plant has developed stalk 
and roots to gather nourishment from earth 
and air. Then, too, the shallow planting allows 
the seeds to perish for want of moisture. The 
more delicate the seed the finer must 
be the soil and the greater the care in planting. 
Our rule is to — and then pack with the 
foot or a board, so the soil will not dry out 
before the seed has gerfninated and struck 
root. He whois«arefui about planting, and 
having the soi] warm and fine, will not have 
to complain so much about “‘rascally seed- 
men.” seedmen as a class are honorable men. 
The multitude of man dealing in their seeds, 
who know nothing about the nature of seeds, 
play the mischief with the seedmen’s reputa- 
tion, Some of the grocers and grocers’ boys, 
who handle seeds don’t know that seeds are 
ruined by getting damp and moldy. They don’t 
know that a beet seed can not be kept as long 
as an onion seed, or that one seed may not be 
keptas long as another. Every package of 
seed should have the date ofits production, 
atid every catalogue should have a table tell- 
ing the number of years each kindof seed 
mav be safely kept.

He protects his own re- 
putation and the pockets of buyers of his 
seeds. The middlie-men may object, but 
gardeners, farmers, and honest seedsmen 
would all be gainers. f 


HOW TO RAISE SWEET POTATO PLANTS. 


In order to, raise a thousand to twelve 
hundred and fifty good, strong plants, you 
will need a half-bushel of potatoes rather be- 
low the medium size. These will requirea 
bed three by five feet, butone four by six 
feet will be better. To generate heat enough 
to make the soil milk warm, you will need 
fresh horse manure mixed with straw or 
other litter. This can be put ina rough frame 
a foot onger all around than the one teferred 
to. Letthe manure in the frame be one 
foot below the ground and when six inches 
above set on the fiirst described hot-bed 
frame. Into this put six to eight inches more 
of manure and tramp it down evenly and put 
on five inches of rich, sandy soil or loam. As 
soon as the soil is milk warm scrape off two 
incheS of soil at one end of the frame, and put 
the potatoes (without cutting) half an inch 
apart and cover them with the two inches of 
r0i1 previously removed. Pine boards will 
do to cover the frames. Ifthe bed should get 
too warm, remove some ofthe Loards. No 
sun or air will be needed until the sprouts 
appear. The time for bedding varieties, ac- 
cording to locality, from the firrst to the 
twenty-fifth of April. Usually about five 
weeks are required to grew the plants. At the 
first pulling about two-thirds of the crop of 
plants can be taken off. Byjten or twelve 
days thereafter another crop will be ready for 
transplanting. 


FARMING DOWN SOUTH.. 


We are a strange farming people down 
here; we are crazy on cotton-raising, and, al- 
though all admitthat at the present i does not 
pay as weil as other things, still we go on in the 
same old routine, working twelve months to 
make cotton to sell to get money to purchase 
the meat and bread that we could raise with 


_ half the labor in six months. For instance, 


corn is worth in Memphis seventy cents per 
bushel, in the country away from the river it 
is eighty cents per bushel, and cotton is 
worth tencents per pound; so it takes eight 
pounds of cotton to purchase one bushelof 
eorn. The labor of a good man will raise and 
pick 3,000 to 4,000 pounds of cotton. The 
same labor will raise and put in the crib 2,000 
bushels of corn. Now, if this corn be ex- 
changed for cotton at the rate of eight pounds 
of cotton for one bushel of corn, it will pur- 
chase 11,000 pounds of cotton, or as much as 
four men can raise. New Orleans receives 
about one million bushels of corn per month. 
to pay for which requires 8,000,000 pounds of 
cotton, or 20,000 bales of cotton of 400 pounds 
each, and I suppose the other portions of the 
South receive about the same amount, to pay 
for which takes about one-half million bales 
of cotton, or about one-tenth of the whole 
crop. 
ant, prairie hay is selling on the river for 
$15 per ton, by retail—in Memphis at $10 per 
ton—while on the Grand Prairie there can be 
cut a million bales of as good hay as can be 
raised.

The Power to Read Notes Which Little 
Frank Witmark Possesses. 
From the New York Times. 

A rather remarkable phenomenon in the 
way of yeutbful i developed in the 
person of Frank Morris Witmark, the little 
son of Marcus Witmark, of No. 402,West 
Fortieth street. Frank will be 6 years of age 
on the 3th of July next. He is a bright little 
fellow, with large, twinkling eyes, a rather 
dark complexion and black hair. He is fond 
of asking questions, and seems possessed of 
a2 wonderful power of comprehension anda 
most remarkable memory. He has been to 
school only three days of his life, and has 
not even mastered the alphabet.

The Discovery of a Professional Burker 
In the City of Baltimore. EB 
From a Baltimere Special. 
The residents of this city Rave been startled 
by the revelations made 

ing of anumber of 
prominent cemeteries 
resurrectionist, who exposed all of his hor- 
rible work in an exhaustive article published 
in the Baltimore Sun. It is conclusivelv 
proven that Baltimore, during the past six 
months, has been a central point for a nefa- 
rious traflic in human bodies. The investi- 
gation of this dealing in dead bodies was sug. 
gested by the discovery, several months 
since, of the robbery of the graveof Miss 
Jennie Smith and a Mrs. Carter, her aunt, in 
Balttmore Cemetery. Not long since, the 
above paper announced that: they had re- 
ceived a communication from a resurrection- 
ist claiming to be connected with the Medical 
University of Maryland, which stated that the 
grave of John Stregelman, in the same ceme- 
tery, near the tomb of Miss Smith, had 
been rifled. This body, it was ascertained, 
had been sent to Cleveland, Ohio, packed ina 
barrel with that of a colored woman from 
Laure cemetery. Among the other graves 
said to have been robbed are the following: 
That of a young girl, about nineteen years of 
age, buried near the Chapel entrance. In a 
lot next to this grave isa tombstone marked 
‘Susannah Margaret, wife of John Mallan.”’ 
Her body was sent to Georgia. The remains 
of another grave in the cemetery are uy oo 
to have been taken to the College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, in this city. The next 
resting place of the dead described was that 
known as the “Sweet Home” burial ground, 
used by the Catholic congregations of St. Al- 
phonsus’, St. Michael’s, Holy Cross, and 
Sacred Heart Churches. Here also several 
bodies were taken up, one of which 
that of a man =~sixty years oo 
age, was carried in a wagontothe University 
Maryland. The approach to this cemetery 
with a wagon is difficult, and the bodies had 
to be carried some distance on the shoulders 
of men. Still following up the investigation,

TUNNELING THE CHANNEL. 


Various Schemes That Have Been Pro- 
posed by Engineers. 
From the New York Times. 


Though we only hear from time to time 
bricf notices of the proposed channel tunnel 
between England and France, it is by no 
mewns to be seers that its construction is 
abandoned. e feasibility of making such a 
tur nel is unquestioned; it is anew the ques- 
tion of return for capital which causes any 
hait. With M. Thome de Gamond the miz- 
sion of his life seems to have been the con- 
necting of France with England. Inn umet- 
able have been the designs furnished by him, 
to be withdrawn, one after another, by their 
author when anything better suggested itself 
tohim. In 1834 Gamond proposed to sink an 
iron tube, lined- with masonry, which 
was to cost $72,000,000. Two years 
aiterward it was a bridge, with arches 171 
feet above the level of the water. The esti- 
mated cost of this was some $830,000,000. A 
combined plan, half on land, half across the 
water with steamers, was next mooted. The 
distance was to be shortened ten miles by 
building two .immense piers of five miles
